THE  FORTY-FIRST 


ANNUAL  REPORT. 


In  submitting  the  41st  Annual  Report  of  the  Nottingham  and 
Notts.  Throat,  Ear,  and  Nose  Hospital  for  1927,  the  Managers  are 
pleased  to  record  continued  progress,  usefulness,  and  appreciation 
of  the  Institution. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  number  of  new  patients  to  receive 
treatment  was  2139  and  attendances  the  unprecedented  number  of 
6955. 

Six  hundred  and  seventy  four  operations  were  satisfactorily 
performed  under  complete  Anaesthesia,  whilst  a  large  number  were 
also  performed  under  local  Anaesthesia. 

The  subscriptions  have  increased  to  £450  Os.  6d.,  but  the 
Managers  feel  that  if  their  benelicent  work  was  more  widely  known, 
they  would  receive  more  generous  responses  to  their  appeal  for 
funds. 

In  1925  the  present  premises  were  purchased  for  .£1,800. 
£l,300  of  which  is  on  mortgage  at  5%. 

1  here  are  13  beds  for  use  of  patients  temporarily  requiring 
them  after  operations,  and  the  average  number  of  out-patients 
treated  at  the  Hospital  was  57  per  day,  or  171  per  week.  There 
are  164  patients  now  waiting  for  admission.  Those  familiar 
with  the  Hospital  will  realise  that  the  accommodation  for  this 
is  altogether  inadequate.  To  meet  the  ever-growing  demand, 
extensive  extensions  are  absolutely  essential,  or  removal  to  larger 
premises. 
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After  much  anxious  and  careful  thought  to  the  whole 
subject,  the  Managers  requested  their  co-manager,  Mr.  T.  Cecil 
Howitt,  a.r.i.b.a.,  to  prepare  and  submit  plans  and  estimates 
for  an  out-patients  department  on  a  site  in  front  of  the  present 
Building.  This  has  been  done,  and  in  such  a  manner  that  if  at 
any  future  time  it  should  be  necessary,  the  new  buildings  could 
be  converted  into  shops,  whilst  it  will  provide  suitable  waiting, 
operating  and  dark  rooms,  dispensary,  cloakrooms,  etc.,  also 
eight  additional  In-patients  per  week  in  the  main  building. 
The  estimated  cost,  including  furnishing,  is  ^1,600,  towards 
which  sum  they  now  have  about  ^600,  and  therefore  most 
respectfully  and  urgently  make  an  appeal  for  the  balance  of 
;£  1,000  required. 

In  conclusion,  the  Managers  wish  to  express  their  great 
appreciation  of  the  kindly  interest,  voluntary  and  efficient  services 
of  the  Honorary  Surgeons,  Drs.  ].  P.  Gray,  F.  W.  Wesley,  and 
G.  H.  Manfield,  who  have  each  attended  more  than  100  times 
during  the  year,  sometimes  each  visit  occupying  from  one  to 
three  hours  out  of  their  busy  life.  Also  they  extend  their 
thanks  to  Sister  Watson  and  her  Staff  for  their  unselfish  devotion 
to  duty  night  and  day,  by  which  they  have  won  the  esteem, 
goodwill  and  affection  of  the  patients.

OF  THE

1 —  The  objects  of  this  Charity  are  the  special  treatment  and 
Investigation  of  Diseases  of  the  Throat,  Ear,  and  Nose. 

2 —  This  Hospital  shall  be  called  “  The  Nottingham  and 
Nottinghamshire  Hospital  for  Diseases  of  the  Throat,  Ear,  and 
Nose.” 

3 —  The  government  and  management  of  this  Charity  shall  be 
exercised,  in  accordance  with  these  Rules,  by  the  Managers,  who 
shall  be  the  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  duly  elected,  six 
Governors  duly  elected,  the  Honorary  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
and  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Charity. 

4 —  The  word  Governor  includes  every  annual  Subscriber  of 
£l  Is.  and  upwards,  every  Donor  of  £$  5s.  and  upwards,  the 
Representative  of  every  Society  making  an  annual  subscription  of 
£\  Is.  and  upwards,  or  a  donation  of  £S  5s.  and  upwards,  and 
the  Representative  of  every  Testator  bequeathing  £5  5s.  and 
upwards. 

5 —  The  Managers,  whose  period  of  service  shall  be  for  one 
year,  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting.  In  the 
event  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  Manager  during  his  year 
of  service,  the  continuing  Managers  shall  elect  a  Manager  to  fill 
his  place  for  the  remainder  of  his  period  of  service. 

6 —  The  Annual  General  Meeting  shall  be  convened  in 
February  in  each  year,  by  advertisement  in  two  Nottingham 
papers,  giving  at  least  ten  days’  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
such  Meeting,  and  the  business  of  the  Meeting  other  than  the 
general  business  of  the  Institution  and  the  election  of  Managers, 
Five  Governors  shall  form  a  quorum.

7 — The  Managers  shall  meet  at  the  Hospital  on  the  first 
Wednesday  of  each  month,  and  at  such  other  times  as  they  shall 
be  called  together  (at  least  three  days’  written  notice  being  given) 
by  the  Secretary,  acting  on  the  written  request  of  their  Chairman 
or  any  three  of  the  Managers.  Three  Managers  shall  form  a 
quorum. 

g — All  questions  at  any  Meetings  shall  be  determined  by  a 
majority  of  those  entitled  to  vote  thereat,  each  of  whom  shall  have 
one  vote,  and  the  Chairman  a  casting  vote  in  addition  where  the 
voting  is  equal.  None  but  Governors  shall  vote  at  the  Annual 
General  Meeting. 

9 — Patients  shall  be  admitted  by  Subscribers’  recommendation, 
and  otherwise  as  the  Managers  shall  from  time  to  time  determine, 
but  always  without  charge  to  the  necessitous  poor. 

10 —  The  word  Subscriber  includes  every  annual  Subscriber  of 
10s.  6d.  and  upwards,  every  Donor  of  £ 2  12s.  6d.  and  upwards, 
the  Representative  of  every  Society  making  an  annual  subscription 
of  10s.  6d.  and  upwards,  or  a  donation  of  £2  12s.  6d.  and  upwards, 
and  the  Representative  of  every  Testator  bequeathing  £ 2  12s.  6d. 
and  upwards. 

11 —  Every  Subscriber  shall  be  entitled  to  recommend  annually 
four  out-patients  in  respect  of  every  £\  Is.  subscribed,  or 
£2  12s.  6d.  given,  and  to  purchase  further  recommendations  at 
the  same  rate.  A  recommendation  shall  continue  in  force  for  not 
more  than  three  months. 

12 —  Annual  Subscriptions  shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  the 
1st  of  January  in  each  year;  and  no  Governor  or  Subscriber  whose 
subscription  shall  be  more  than  twelve  months  in  arrear  shall  be 
qualified  to  exercise  any  power  or  privilege  given  by  these  rules.

13 —  The  financial  year  shall  end  on  the  31st  of  December. 
The  reports  of  the  Managers  and  the  Medical  Officers,  the  Balance 
Sheet  of  the  past  year,  audited  by  two  Auditors,  appointed  by  the 
Managers,  the  list  of  Subscriptions,  and  the  Rules  of  the  Institution, 
shall  be  printed  and  circulated  amongst  the  Governers  and 
Subscribers  before  the  Annual  General  Meeting. 

14 —  The  rules  may  be  altered  by  vote  at  any  Annual  General 
Meeting,  provided  written  notice  of  the  proposed  alteration, 
signed  by  three  Governors,  shall  have  been  given  to  the  Secretary, 
twenty-one  days,  at  least,  before  such  Annual  General  Meeting.
